With a smoothness clearly indica- 
tive of its highly efficient organiza- 
tion, the out-going Town Council 
gave place to the new slate Septem- 
ber first without even the slightest 
hitch in the administration of the 
town’s affairs. While no great change 
was made in the personnel of the City 
Fathers, two new members from 
Middleburg’s suburban Ridge View 
were added and ex-Mayor E. C. Yost 
took up the duties of councilman 
under the mayorship of William Jor- 
don Luck. 

Mayor Luck now is serving his sec- 
ond term, his first having been in 
1933-35. An erstwhile law student 
at University of Virginia, “Bill,” as 
he is known to his townful of friends, 
‘was unopposed in the June election. 
Seven good men and true comprise 
his roster of advisers, one having been 
added to the origina] six in the past 
election. The list includes: Dr. E. C. 
Yost, Dr. H. A. Spitler, Dr. D. T. 
Saffer, J. T. Skinner, L. L. Lawrence, 
S. F..Chappelle and M. S. Reed. Nor- 
ris Royston, clerk of the out-going 
council, resigned and Howard M. Arm- 
field was named to the vacancy with 
another office added—that of Town

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LABOR RAISES A QUESTION 
(Dedicated Respectfully To Mr. Girdler, a First Subscriber) 


Over the nation last week swept the shadow of the national labor 
holiday and in its train followed the rumbling of the thunder from the 
spokesmen of the two great labor organizations, the C. I. O. and the 
American Federation of Labor. In the outcome of the struggle be- 
tween these two huge groups may lie the secret to the political for- 
tunes of the country in the years to come. 

The power of the newly organized Committee for Industrial Orga- 
nization has been tried throughout the spring and summer months. 
Although only an off shoot from the older American Federation of 
Labor, the influence of this great union of workers is such that the 
President of the United States, in the heat of a crisis, did not dare to 
risk his political prestige over the unlawful sit down strike methods 
employed by the C.I.O. The most convincing statement, the Presi- 
dent was able to make was to say, “A plague on both your Houses.” 


If John L. Lewis succeeds in his effort to organize all of labor into 
a great system of industrial unions, the vote which he will be able to 
command may well prove to be of such extent that it may write its 
own political ticket or, what is more probable, it may form its own 
party. Looking back on the gigantic struggle of the C. I. O. with the 
automobile industry and the Steel industry, it is difficult to know 
just where John L. Lewis will carry his influence in the nation’s 
councils. Throughout the whole battle, there was but one significant 
figure who stood up to the Lewis stature and that man was Thomas 
Girdler who banded the independent Steel Companies together and 
insisted upon the rights of industry to make their own contracts with 
whom they pleased. If it had not been for Mr. Girdler’s determina- 
tion, labor would have been able to claim a clean sweep of the entire 
nation, As it was, they were given a check in their organization of 
steel which was of sufficient duration to show to the country the 
danger of permitting a small organized minority to stop the pro- 
duction of the United States with strikes which not only affect the 
particular industry where the strike is being carried out, but paralyze 
channels of trade that extend far out into the rural byways to the 
country towns and the country stores. 

In the coming political drama, the separation of the C. I. O. from 
the Administration adds one more uncertainity to a picture of con- 
fusing issues which have completely submerged the significance of 
the Democratic and Republican parties in the tides of New Deal and 
Old Deal, labor and industry. Out of this mixture finally, an entirely 
new party alignment must emerge with labor forming the internal 
structure of one or the other.

New Buildings Rise 
In Old Middleburg 


Cochran’s Corner Gives Way To 
New Stores Owned By 


Stevenson 





Time marches on and the block of 
ancient buildings running south from 
the corner of Main Street, known as 
the Cochran Block and for more than 
fifty years the site of the mercantile 
enterprise of the late J. Walter 
Chochran, have given place to the 
changing times. 

The old brick store on the corner 
housed, in 1904, one of the largest 
general stores in Northern Virginia 
under the ownership of W. H. Adams 
and Son and operated by them. At 
the same time, J. Walter Cochran, for 
many years a clerk for Adams & Son, 
was running his own business in what 
now is (or was) known as the Christ- 
mas Store. Chief of the Cochran 
clerking staff was Kennedy Linkins. 

Upon the retirement of the Adams 
firm, their stock and good-will was 
bought by Mr. Cochran who operated 
under the name of J. W. Cochran & 
Co. until his death last year. Up 
until last year, the Christmas Store 
was regularly opened each Yuletide 
and the genial Mr. Cochran had the 
time of his life dispensing favors to 
children the opening day. 

The last liquor store to be operated 
in Middleburg was housed in the re- 
cently razed dwelling of Claude 
Rhodes. A Mr. Byrnes ran this 
saloon and he is said to have stated 
that the regret of his life was the 
sale of intoxicants to his neighbors’ 
sons. However, the coming of local 
option left Mr. Byrne with no alter- 
native but to close and Middleburg 
has been legally dry for the past four 
decades. 


Ironically enough, Mr. Cochran was 
a consistent Dry, and it is upon this 
property recently owned by him, that 
the new ABC saloon soon will be 
opened, albeit against the expressed 
wish of many of the town’s citizenry. 

Next-door to the new saloon and 
completing the list of new buildings 
on the Cochran Block, will be an up- 
to-date clothing store and on the cor- 
ner of Main and Madison streets a 
chain store is housed on the site of 
the old Adam store. J. Nachman will 
use the clothing store as an enlarge- 


i} ment of his already established busi- 


ness in the Gartrell Building on Main 
street. 


Other changes in town are rumored 
and we welcome these signs of pro- 
gress.

Harrison, a Philadelphian and 17 
year old Princeton Freshman gave the 
winner a brilliant ride, saving dis- 
tance, out generaling Argonaut’s Mor- 
ris Dixon, and setting his mount 
squarely to the 19 big brush jumps. 
With Weir’s Wilmington stable colors 
flying, many hustled for the bookies 
for a 3-1 pay-off. 

Third in the event went to Eastern 
Shore, owned by Mrs. Ambrose Clark, 
R. G. Woolfe up, while Benjamin Les- 
lie Behr’s Baffler was fourth. 

Fourteen horses went to the post, 
ten finishing, and only two falling. 
The eleven year old Soldier’s Fate 
was on top from the start with Fred- 
erick Adam’s Bell Man a strong con- 
tender during the first circuit. Bell 
Man went down at the 12th and Baf- 
fler, Mrs. S. Bryce Wing’s Snake 
Charmer, Eastern Shore and Argo- 
naut made the running thereafter. 

Soldier’s Fate is an old campaigner 
who has won many jumping races. 
but this was in the nature of a 
crowning triumph. He will be retired 
and will not get a chance to go in the 
Aintree Grand National for which 
this victory qualified him. 

In the opening event, Crooning 
Water out of Queen’s Guild by Little 
Star, owned by Mrs. J. C. Brady, Jr., 
repeated the victory of last year in 
getting past the judges stand in front 
of Montpelier’s entry Homestead. 
John Bosley’s Caniento was third, in 
this secondary steeplechase of 2 miles 
ever brush. 

In the two flat races, J. V. H. 
“Bobby” Davis made it a double, 
bringing in Tool Box, owned by Rich- 
ard Mellon; just ekeing out a win by 
the narrowest nose over J. W. Y.

Fertilizing The Farm 

A farmer, just like any other busi- 
ness man, is not working for his 
health. He is out to make money 
and makes it as fast and as much of 
it as he can. At first glance, then, the 
farmer who does not spend money 
for fertilizer because he is interested 
in the greatest possible returns is 
justified. 

Every farmer wants to make a 
sucess of his enterprise and would 
probably be ready to make use of the 
various fertilizing formulas if he was 
sure of his results, but none wants to 
put out money for improvement if 
they are afraid it will not bring 
them a justifiable return. The ques- 
tion then of sucessful farming does 
not lie so much in the type of farm- 
ing, wheather it be sheep, cattle, 
hogs, or corn and wheat, so much as 
it lies in knowing how best to conduct 
any one of these operations. 

Taking as an example, not tho- 
roughbred horses, or registered cattle 
or pure bred sheep, but just plain 
dirt farming. Is it possible to make 
money? The answer to this lies in 
the fertility of the soil. There are so 
many elements to consider in this 
problem of fertility that very few 
men understand it entirely and every 
field has a different problem which 
must be answered by the history of 
the field, what has been planted be- 
fore, how has the soil been treated 
and what rotation is being used. 

Taking the good and tried 4 year 
rotation corn, wheat, and two years 
Timothy and Clover. In such a_ rota- 
tion, as always, the elements to be 
‘considered are nitrogen, potassium, 
and phosphorous. These are already 
in the soil in varying degrees. The 


‘sucess of the crop depends not only 


on their extent but on their avail-, 


abitity. They can be liberated by 
lime, if they are already there, and 
if not, they must be put there by out- 


side application. Manure from live- 


stock runs about 4 per cent potash, 
The clover in the rotation adds nit- 


rogen and with such a situation, 


application of lime and an acid fer- 


tilizer for the phosphorous will pro- 
vide the farmer with a sensible busi- 
ness formula. Without the clover 
and without the manure, there is not 
enough nitrogen and not enough 
postassium. In other fords these must 
be supplied by commercial fertilizers 
but commercial fertilizers are the 
most expensive type, and if they are 
to be used in quantities equal to the 
plant food absorbed by crops they 
become prohibitive. In a 50. bushel 
yield of corn, itis known the crop 
takes out of the soil 68 lbs. of nit- 
rogen, 22 pounds of phosphorous 
and 39 pounds of potassium. To 
actually put back all this into the soil 
would mean far more than a mere 
4-12-4 formula. But it can be done by 
such a formula if coupled with 
manure, legumes and careful farming 
which spells sucess for the bestmen.
